When to Plant 


Spring planting, March 15 to May 15, is generally 
considered most satisfactory. 

Fall planting season is September 1 to November 1, or 
until ground freezes. Fall planting is satisfactory if plant- 
ing site is not unusually wet and larger planting stock is 
used, 

Do not plant on moist sites in fall, for frost action will 
heave plant out of the ground. Moderate climates: plant 
in regular planting seasons. 


Preparation for Planting 


Preparation of soil is unnecessary. Plowing before 
planting may cause too much settling after planting, 
leaving trees lying on the surface. Light sod and weeds 
conserve moisture and shade for young trees during hot 
months. Do not use dry fertilizer before, during or im- 
mediately after planting . . . it may burn the tender roots. 


How to Plant 


When Planting by Hand: Carry seedlings in a water 
bucket containing mixture of thin mud to form a pro- 
tective Covering over roots and prevent drying out during 
planting. Remove one plant at a time. A mattock is the 
best tool in hard or rocky soil, or a spade if soil is rela- 
tively free of stones. Hole should be deep and wide enough 
to allow for spread of roots. Tree should stand as deep or 
preferably 14 to 34 in. deeper than it was in the nursery. 
Don’t crowd roots. Close the hole, forcing soil tight 
against roots with heel, causing a slight depression to 
catch rain water. 


Machine Planting: Tree-planting machines are satis- 
factory when planting 50,000 or more trees per year. We 
find Rootspred planter most satisfactory. It can be pur- 
chased from us for about $350. Owners of tree-planting 
machines in your area may contract to plant your trees. 


When Trees Arrive 


When trees arrive, unpack at once. While trees are out 
of the ground, handle carefully. Do not expose roots to 
sunlight or drying winds. Your trees will come packed 
in crates or Cartons, roots wrapped in moist material, 
tops dry. 

Heeling in. Dig a V-shaped trench 
(see illustration) deep enough to ac- 
commodate the roots and long enough 
to hold the trees. Trench should be 
near the planting site in shaded location 
and accessible to water if possible. 

Remove all packing material, open 
bundles and place trees in trench, 
packing loose soil tightly around roots 
to exclude air.

Shear Trees to Increase Value 


Shearing or pruning is recommended for all varieties of 
Pine and is usually done on Spruce. It develops a premium 
tree—dense, heavy, bushy and commands highest price. 
Start shearing about the third or fourth year when new 
buds are fully formed but before the new tender growth 
starts to get tough and woody. For Pines shear between 
June 1 and July 15—Spruce 
and Fir in late June, 
through to winter. 

Trim off new growth 
of the leader (main 
stem), leaving it 10 to 
12s ine rim eenew 
growth of side branch- 
es where necessary, so 
height will equal about 
11% times width. This 
will produce symmet- 
rical shape (see dia- 
gram). Do not prune 
the year the tree is to 
be harvested. 


Harvesting 


When some trees are of suitable size, they should be cut 
and marketed. The following year more will be ready. 
A Christmas Tree plantation may be cut over a period of 
ten years, depending on the species planted. 


Selling Your Tree Crop 

Some growers market their trees on the ground at retail. 
Customer selects the tree, you cut it, he takes it home. 
Or you may wholesale trees on the stump to a dealer. Or 
you may cut them and send them to a city market. 


Where space is limited, plant these dwarf trees. 
They do not spread more than 10 to 15 feet. 
Most varieties start producing fruit the first 
year after planting. Fruit is as large or larger 
than standard trees.

(Trees and Shrubs Bare Rooted) 


When your shipment arrives unpack 
at once. Thaw out gradually in its 
packing if it arrives frozen. If dried 
out in transit, soak entire plant in 
water for a few hours or bury in wet 
soil. 

Plant at once if possible. If weather is 
too cold for planting, put the box or 
bundle in a cool but frost-proof place. 
It is best to unpack, sprinkle tops and 
all with water, cover roots with damp 
packing and cover with sacks or can- 
vas. If weather is warm and you are 
not ready to plant, heel the stock in.

Place 
containers in a sheltered location and 
keep watered until time of actual set- 
ting out. 


Heeling-in Trees and Shrubs 
(Temporary Planting) 


Heel-in your trees where they will be 
protected from sun and wind, and their 
development will be retarded. Remove 
all packing material or grass that 
might harbor mice. Spread out roots 
and fill in with pulverized earth firmly 
over roots. Keep earth moist. 


To Prepare Ground 


Soil may be prepared by deep spading 
or plowing but on hillsides subject to 
wash, or in lawns, set in well dug 
holes in sod. For good growth spade 
two or three feet around the plant and 
keep this area cultivated or mulched. 
Make hole large enough to avoid 
crowding of roots. 6” or 8” of space 
should surround balled or container ma- 
terial. Soil at bottom of hole should be

loosened to 8” depth. Provide good soil 
and humus (peat moss, leaf mold, 
rotted cow manure) mixed for back-All. 
Fertilizing newly set material is not 
advisable. 


How to Plant Evergreens 


(1) Dig hole a foot larger and deeper 
than ball of earth. Provide good, 
loamy top soil to fill around ball. 

(2) Set tree in hole trifle lower than it 
stood in nursery. 

@) Fill good top soil up around ball. 
Pack firmly with feet or settle by filling 
hole with water. 

(4) Burlap may or may not be rolled 
back. 

(5) Fill hole with soil. Pack with 
loose earth, or a humus mulch. Peat 
moss or other humus generously incor- 
porated through the fill back soil will 
encourage root growth. 


How to Plant Bare Root Stock 


In planting, dig generous sized holes 
with perpendicular sides (never saucer 
shape). Put the good surface dirt to 
one side to be used around the roots. 
Loosen up the soil in the bottom of the 
hole. Set trees one or two inches deeper 
than they stood in the nursery; set 
shrubs at about the same depth they 
stood in the nursery or slightly deeper. 
Spread roots out naturally and work 
soil over and around them. Keep put- 
ting in good dirt with alternate layers 
of peat or compost until the hole is 
nearly full, tramping the dirt firmly 
about the roots. Fill the hole with 
water. Finally fill up the hole with 
loose dirt which should not be tramped, 
leaving a saucer-like depression to 
retain water. A 2” mulch of peat or 
strawy manure on top is beneficial. 
Do not fertilize until second year when 
feeding roots are established. Water 
evergreens thoroughly in late fall be- 
fore ground freezes.

Shade Trees. Prune away about 
one-third to one-half of top depending 
upon the number of roots lost in dig- 
ging. Prune to keep the normal shape 
of the plant. Cut just above a bud or 
close to a twig, branch or trunk. Re- 
move small and crowding branches and 
try to form a well developed head with 
a strong leader and branches at wide, 
not close angles. Never cut out the 
central leader. Cut off all broken roots. 
Plant as directed. Trees over 8 ft. tall 
should be staked or guyed to brace 
them against wind pressure. Run wires 
through loops of rubber hose to avoid 
cutting into bark. Some smooth barked 
tree varieties need wrapping with good 
commercial tree wrap to prevent sun 
scald. 


Fruit Trees. With branched fruit 
trees as Peach, Cherry, Plum, Apple 
and Pear Trees, select three to five side 
branches on different sides of the trunk 
and 6 to 8 inches apart and cut back 
one-third their length. Select one of the 
top upright branches and cut it back 
in proportion to the side branches. 
Cut off all other branches close to the 
trunk. 

With Fruit Tree Whips having no side 
branches, simply cut off the top just 
above a bud 2 to 2% feet from the 
ground. 

Protect young fruit tree trunks from 
rodent and rabbit damage with collars 
of hardware cloth 6”—8” in diameter and 
2’ high.

Hedges. Plant small shrubs which 
ate to form a hedge less than 2 feet in 
hereht) 10to. 127- apart. on centers. 
Medium sized bushes 12 to 18” apart on 
centers. Set tall shrubs or trees for 
high hedges 2 to 4 feet apart. For the 
latter it is often more practicable to dig 
individual holes than to set by the 
trench method. A double staggered 
row of plants makes the most effective 
hedge. 

Prune tops back to 6”-12” above the 
ground. Each spring the hedge can be 
trimmed back to the desired height and 
width. Frequent trimming during early 
summer will make the hedge grow 
dense. Trim both the sides and the top 
ot else hedge will grow wider at the 
top and become open at the bottom. 


Care After Planting 


Pruning Trees and Shrubs. After 
trimming back and pruning the limbs 
of ornamental trees, when planting, 
they need only enough trimming to 
shape them properly. Low side limbs 
should not be removed to raise the head 
until after two season’s growth, when 
they may be gradually removed until 
thew head sis) at the desired height. 
Shrubs may need heading-in if the limbs 
are getting out of bounds and the older 
wood occasionally cut out to keep them 
in the proper form. The general rule is 
to trim fall blooming shrubs, like hy- 
drangeas in the early spring, and spring 
blooming shrubs, like spireas, in the 
spring and summer directly after they 
have bloomed. 


Cultivation. Frequent shallow cul- 
tivation will control weeds and produce 


a dust mulch to conserve much needed 
moisture in the soil. That is the most 
practical method of handling larger 
plantings. In the orchard it is best to 
cultivate around young trees for several 
seasons. 


Mulching. For ornamental trees and 
shrubs on the home grounds a mulch of 
peat, grass clippings, strawy manure, 
marsh hay or compost may be used 
instead of a dust mulch. 


Watering. Artificial watering of new 
plantings during dry spells is necessary 
fer several years. Water thoroughly. 
Do not sprinkle. Give the plant all 
the water the soil about it will take at 
one time. 


Fertilizing. After the first year, fer- 
tilize regularly. Barnyard manure is 
excellent when obtainable. One-quar- 
ter pound of a commercial nitrate fer- 
tilizer per year of growth, broadcast 
under the spread of the branches in 
spring, is excellent. On bearing fruit 
trees, make application from two to 
four weeks before bloom. 

Small fruits and shrubs respond to the 
same treatment. 


Insect Pests 


Spraying is especially important in the 
production of high class fruit in the 
home orchard. Success depends upon a 
thorough application of the right ma- 
terial at the proper times. To accom- 
plish this one must become familiar 
with the insects or diseases that infect 
the orchard.
